TherB will b« no general election In Oreat 
Britain until 1850. The Labor govemment has 
ipumed Wlnaton CburchlU'a chaUenge to giv« 
Brilona a chance now to toU on Ita polldea. 

PrtniB Mlnlater AtUee baa lactod In thU 
sJluaUon u almoat any Brltlah leader would 
haTB done. He la under no compulalon to call 
in elMllou at thla time, and from the Labor 
party'fl viewpoint there' ars lereral adran- 
lagca to be gained from deferring a popular 
declsltm. 

Under British law a general election mual 
be held at leaal every five yeara. Tbe last one 
uwk place In IMS when the Labor party won 
control But a government may hold an elec- 
tion whenever It believes a test of popular 
•enllment U needed to clear the political at- 
mosphere. Aside from the (Ive-year rule, 
however. It Is forced to go to the people only 
when 11 receives a vot« or -no contldence" 
In parliament. 

AlUee"! government Is In no luch danger 
and hence he would be likely to sfek a vot« 
test only If convinced that the political situ- 
ation at the moment were so badly confused 
"M"^ttr timntllcap th e «tecution of national 
^wlloj. yet that, too, does not appear to be 
the case. 

On tbe other hand, Attlee and hU party 
are no doubt eirtremely eager to have the 
naUonalUatlon of the Iron and steel Indus- 
iry become law before popular reaction to tha 
government's stewardship la gauged. Th» steel 
naUonalUatlon bUl has been pasfled but does 
not t»C0OiB taw until Ih* spring of IBM. It 
was a big plank In the party'* IMS platform. 

With the steel bill enacted, the Labor party 
wUl be able to claim that It has Ukrn sereral 
ctiUes toward the fulfillment of tu socialist 
promises. For the coal and transportation In- 
dustries already have passed to government 
ownership. 

Ftirthermore. the Labor government will 
have had many months mora to work out Its 
world trade problems symbolised by the "dol- 
lar crisis." By next summer the effect of the 
recent devaluation of the pound should be 
pretty dear. And the merit of propoaaU 
tgrec d to in W ashington tor long-range trade

ImI l^VH^V^BHpplaln Ifiat. In the 
•rent of tbelr defeat at the polls, they were 
tossed out of office before they had a fair 
nanoe to lick Britain's problems. 

These advantages for the Labor party wUl 
have their pollUcal uses for the people as well. < 
n>r It would be unwu« from their standpoint 
to measure anything as atrlUntfy new to 
ttiem as a socialist government short of a full 

It la perhaps unf ortunat* that the natlonal- 
liaUon of strel will have tiaen In effect for so 
brief a span when the I6U election occurs. 
Bound Judgment ol the consequences of the 
move win hardly be poealbU. But at least the 
people wlU have before then the record of 
many months' public ownership In other ba- 
ste Industries. 

It there are Indeed grave lossei of freedom 
uid Initiative in a switch to sonatism. the 
cnpportan of capitalist ahrrastlves should 
net fear the rasulta of a fairiit staced trtal run 
U» the rtval aystrm. The tacts will tell the 
story.
